SITTING ON THE VERANDAH. 


General Grant Passes the Day in Writing— 
Bright and Cheerful, , 

Mount McGhecor, July 8.—General Grant 

paesed acomfortable night, and his mind 

seems bright and cheerful. The warm, clear 

weather tempted him outof doors this morn- 


ing, and he spent nearly an hour sitting with 
Mrs,Grant onthe verandah. Between one 
and two o’clock the general again took a seat 


on the piazza. A board was placed 
arms of the willow chair in which uo tet, ana 
using this as a desk, the sick man wrote for a 
considerable time. Hewore a black suit and 
a white handkerchief about his neck, and as 
visitors paesed and scrutinized him they often 
remarked their surprise that the results of his 
illness were so littieapparent. From a dia- 
tence of twenty yards, the general’s appear- 
ance is little changed from that of a year ago. 
A closer approech, however, discloses traces 
of the disease and suffering. 
A PRIEST CALLS. 

Among the visitors who came up the moun- 
tain at 4:25 this afternoon, was Rev. Father 
Edmund Didier, pastor of Saint Vincent's 
church, Baltimore, Maryland, who, unattend- 
ed, mounted the steps to the cottage 
verandah, where General Grant was sitting. 
ge preys. the general the visitor said: 
Pitter a Catholic clergyman, General 

He then presented his card. The general 
at once indicated a desire that his visitor 
wy be seated, and when the clergyman 
hed seated himeelf beside the general the lat- 
ter took up his pad and wrote that he was 
unable to converse, even in a whisper. The 
clergyman then said: 

“We ere all praying for you, General 
Grant.”’ 

The geveral, by a nod, indicated that he had 
heard what was said and continued writing 
end the following is his note im full to the 
Catholic clergyman: 

“I regret very much that I cannot converse, 
not bo se in ig ce sel 

‘We are all praying for you 1,” saic 
a ee 

“Yes, 1 know,” continued the general in 
writipg, ‘and feel very grateful 
io the Christian people of the land 
for their prayers in my behalf. There is no 
sect or religion, as shown, in the Old or New 
Testament,to which this does not apply. Cath- 
Olics, Protestants and Jews, and all the good 
people of the nation, of all politics as well as 
religion, and all nationalities, seem to have 
united in wishing or praying for my improve- 
ment. 1am a great sufferer all the time, but 
the facts I have related area compensation 
for much of it. All that I can do is to pray 
that ihe prayers. of ali those good people may 
be answered, so tar as to have us all meet in 
another and better world, I can not speak 
even in a whisper.” 

U. 8. Grant, July 8, 1885, 
THE MEXICAN EDITORS ARRIVE. 

Twenty editors sf the Mexican associated 
press called on General Grant at 6-30, and 
were presented by Colonel Fred Grant. As 
the editors gathered on the piazza, General 
Grant arose to meet them, and after the formal 
introduction, resumed his seat. Secretary 
Arroyo, of the associated press of Mexico, ad- 
dressed the general, saying: 

_“The Mexican journalists, who are visiting 
this country, could not pass 
so near to the great friend of Mexico without 
coming to pay their respects to the hero of 
Kiichmond—nhe who broke the chains of sla- 
very in order that the iron of the chaias 


ion, living together in harmony.” 

In response General Grant wrote as follows, 
while the Mexican party stood about in 
silence: 

““My great interest in Mexico dates back to 
the war between the United States and that 
country. My interest was increased when 
four European monarchies attempted to set up 
their institutions on this continent, selecting 
Mexican territory adjoining. It was an out- 
rage op buman rights tora foreign nation to 
attempt to transfer her institutions and her 
rulers to the territory of a civilized 
people without their consent. They 
wee fearfully punished for their crime. 
I hope Mexico may soon begin 
en upward and prosperous departure. She 
bas all the conditions and she has the people, 
she has the soil, she has the climate and she 
bes the minerals. The conquest of Mexico 
will not be an easy task in the future.” 

As the party were about leaving the cottage, 
Dr. Gregoria Mandisabal, said to the general 
that he had a special mission aside from 
presenting hisown respects, and that was 
to convey the warm sympathy and regards of 
General Jose Maria Mata, former minister to 
the United States. The general with his pen- 
cil replied that he well remembered General 
Mata, and wished his hearty acknowledge- 
ments to be borne to him. The Mexican 
journalists, under the immediate care of John 
Sleicher, editor of the Albany Evening Jour- 
pal, and W. H. Johnson, of the Albany Argus, 
then repaired to the hotel, where a were the 
guests of Congressman George West. — The 
party returned to Saratoga by special train. 


Going to Mount McGregor. 

Auzany, N. ¥., July 8.—Thirty members of 
the Mexican press party arrived in this city 
this morning, and were received. by Mayor 
Benks and representatives of the local press. 
They were conducted to the capitol, and were 
welcomed by Governor Hill. They afterwards 
visited the convocstion af the university of 
the state, and were greeted by Chancellor 
Piereon. Several short speeches were made. 
After visiting other places of interest, they 
will start for Saratoga and Mount McGregor

THE INDIAN RAID. 


KANSAS TBRRIFIED BY BANDS OF 
RED MEN, 


Whole Communities ina Panic Over the Reports of 


Bloo¢éshed Which Come from the Border— 
Troops Calied for by Governor Martin— 
Action of the Government, Btc, 


Topeka, Kan., July 8.—This city was [con- 
siderably aroused last night by the reported 
reception of telegrams announcing the arrival 
of Cheyenne Indians in the counties of Pratt 
and Comanche, and that the marauders were 
doing great damage to life and property. 
During the evening Governor Martin received 
the following from Colonel Quiff, of the Santa 
Fe road: 


The day operator at Wichita Says that an out- 
break was reported in the southern part of Pratt 
county todsy. Several were killed and the bal 
of the people driven off. The stock is all driven 
out. One man who came into Pratt today says he 
is the only one left in his family; the balance

The sheriff of Kingman county states that 
bews has been received that Neocatunga, a 
little town of 150 persons, is in possession of 
the Indians, and that Cold Water, some 15 
miles west, is surrounded by them. The 
sheriff says these reports may be sensational, 


but he requests Governor Martin tosend arma 


so that they may be prepared. The gov- 
erpor has ordered the military companies at 
Lerned Winfield, Wellington andSterling to be 
ready to move at a moment’s notice, and has 
directed the sheriff of Finney county, and the 
mayor of Dodge city, to organize the forces 
and send out runners to notify the settlers. 
General Auger telegraphs Governor 
Martin that he has no information 
from Fort Reno ot an outbreak there, and has 
ordered three companies of cavalry to Bar- 
bour county. The general superintendent of 
the Topeka and Santa Fe railroad has been 
directed by Quartermaster Gillis, at Fort 
Leavenworth, to send carsto Fort Riter at 
once to transport the troops south. A force of 
men was at work at the arsenal here most of 
the night, getting the state arms ready for 
shipment. A report comes from Pratt Center 
that a Jarge number of settlors have arrived 
there, fleeing from the Indians, who were re- 
ported moving north. They alsoreport the 
massacre of a family named Schofield. 
ASSUMES GIGANTIC PROPORTIONS, 

The following dispatch was received this 
morning by the governor from M. R. Nicker- 
60D,Clvision superintendent of the Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad. It was sent to Nickerson 
by the station agent at Kingman: 

‘The Indian scare assumed gigantic proportions 
yesterday, and last night hundreds of families 
fiocked into town from points as far west as forty 
miler, for protection, Several scoutin rties 
have been out as far as thirty miles, an arther 
out. They go farther off if the Indians are there. 
There is not a trace of an Indian or evidence of 
their having been nearer Kingman county than 
the territory line, and no damage done there.’’ 

Nickerson adds: 

There is a general scare, but its origin cannot be 
located. A party named Jones was down to the 
territory line, and heard the Indians were on the 
move, and on his way beck to Pratt county, he 
met aneighbor, named Smith, who told him that 
the Indians were coming. Smithsaw Brown and 
Brown saw his friend and this story grew and ex- 
citement increased, Settlers have all started back 
to their homes. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE RUMORS. 
number’ot C#Eydhiie “and Arapahe Indians 
were hanging about Medicine Lodge and other 
smaller towns, trading. Someof the small 
bands had,no doubt, been seen crossing the 
praires, which gave rise to the terrible scare 
of yesterday. Aspecial from fort Reno says 
the situation there is unchanged, and that 
many of the head men say they are willing to 
await action on the report of the commissioner 
sent from Washington. About sixor seven 
hundred young bucks say however, that they 
will fight if their arms are demanded. The 
medicine men are working to keep up the war 
spirit. General Armstrong, of Louisiana, ap- 
pointed to look into theCheyenne troubles, 
arrived yesterday at Darlington. 

It is believed at the tort thata large num- 
ber of Cheyennes are rendezyoused on the ex- 
treme western part of the reservation. The 
medicine camp on South Fork, twelve miles 
above the agency, has been almost deserted 
for two or three days. 

A dispatch from Leavenworth, states that 
no news of an outbreak among the Cheyennes 
has been received at Fort Leavenworth. In 
order to relieve the anxiety of tha settlers on 
the frontier four troops of cavalry were ordered 
to Kiowa, near the southern border of Kansas, 
to do scouting duty, and to afford protection 
against any threatened invasion. Other 
troops arealready along the border, and the 
reserves are held in readiness. 

During the past 24 hours, Governor Martin 
has sent and received more than one hundred 
telegrams. It turns out that the scare of yes- 
terday had very little foundation. Governor 
Martin has received the following from Adju- 
tant General Drum, at Washington: 

In reply to your telegram, relative to the ex- 
osed and cefenseless .condition of the southern 
order of your state, on which you base an appli- 

cation for improved arms for the Kansas militia, 
the secretary of war regrets that under the law, he 
cannot make the exchange desired. He instructs 
me to inform you that he has, in view of the dis- 
turbed condition of Indian affairs on your borders, 
given such orders as will concentrate in Kansas 
and elsewhere south of it, such military forces as 
may be required to give all needful protection to 
your people. 

HORSE THIEVES AMONG THR INDIANS, 

Denver, July 8.—Mr. Slattsteimer, agent 
for the eouthern Utes, telegraphs to the News 
tonight that after investigation, he believes 
the recent killing of a family of six Iodians 
was done by a band of horse thieves, and not 
cowboys, 28 heretofore reported, and that at- 
tem pts to steal Indian horses from the reserva- 
tion have been made within the last day or 


two.

ENGLISH VICES. 


THE RINGING EXPOSURE OF THE 
PALL MALL GAZBSTTE. 


—_——— 


The Government Suppressing the Issues Containing 
the Exposure, but Doing Nothing to Punish the 
Guilty—Mr. Spurgeon Approves ofths 
Work of the Brave Journalist. 


Lowpoy, July 8.—As hinted some time ago, 
an extraordinary revelation has just burst 
upon London through the Pall Mall Gazette. 
This paper created a sensation by “a frank 
warning to our readers,” saying that as the 
criminal law amendment to the bill to raise 
the age for the protection of chil- 
dren, which will increase the age 
at which a female can become a consenting 
party to unlawful cohabitation seemed likely 
not to pass, the Gazette had determined to lay 
the case before the public, and warned its 
readers wishing still to live in a false heaven 
of purity not to read the Pall Mall Gazette for 
three days. 

The police have been ordered to 
suppress the street sale of those 
issues of the Pall Mall Galette which contain 
the articles on the secret vices of London. All 
news vendors found selling the issues in the 
streets are being arrested. Six vendors who 
were taken into custody this morning were 
arraigned this afternoon in the Mansion 
House police court, and remanded for a week, 
bail being allowed. 

The Pall Mali Gazette, in one of its later 
afternoon editions, bids defiance to the authori- 
ties, who engeged in the work of attempting to 
suppress the sale of the past three days’ issue 
of the paper. Itclaims honor for leading in 
the cauee of exposing the vices of the rich, and 
declares that the best men of England enthu- 
siastically support it iu its crusade. The Gazette 
challenges the courts of London to prosecute i 
for the work it is engaged in, and savs it might 
subpena balf of the legislature in England to 
prove the accuracy ot its revelations. The 
Gazette continues today the work of adding to 
its revelations. The paper is selling ata great 
premium, and the circulation is enormous. 

Rev. Mr. Spurgeon publishes a letter in this 
efternoon’s Pall Mall Gazette, approving of 
that journal’s exposures of the secret vices of 
the aristocrats of Londen.» The letter is re- 
markable in many respects, and the following 
are some of its expressions: 

I feel bowed down with shame and indignation. 
This is a loathsome business, but the sewers must 
be cleansed. I pray that good may come from this 
horrible exposure, which incidentally must do 
harm, but whose great drift must result in lastin 
benefit. I don’t think our chure have failed, 
for they have kept a pure rem t alivein the 
land believe that many are uuaware of these 
dunghills reeking under their nostrils, I thank 
all gy in your brave warfare. Spare not 
the villains, even though wearing stars and 
garters. We need a vigilancg committee, a moral 


pylice, to suppress this infanfy, Let light in with- 
out stint. 


The Pall Mall Gazette has been ordered to 
be removed from the files of the Reform and 
Atheneum clubs, and copies of the paper will 
not be admitted into those clubs hereafter.

Gossip With the Members of the House oa 
What the Body is Doing 

The special order in the house today is the 
bill by Dr. W. H. Felton, of Bartow, provid- 
ing fer a reformatory prison for young crimi- 
nals. A ConsTITUTION man went to Dr. Felton 
yesterday and asked him what he hoped to 
accomplish by the bill. He replied: 

“I hope to accomplish a good deal. It is 
proposed to buy a farm and appoint a board of 
trustees, one of whom shall be a practicing 
physician, and certain others shall be practi- 
cal farmers. They wili manage the institution 
subject to the supervision of the governor,who 
will really be the head of the institution. The 
judges of the courts will have authority to 
sentence to this house of correction male of- 
fenders under a certain age, and female of- 
fenders. The bill will fix the limitation of 
sye, which is now eighteen inthe bill. It 
may be changed to sixteen. At Elmira they 
bave an admirable reform school system. 


There a culprit is not sentenced for a speci- , 


fied term, but can be released whenever the 

ood of society can be best subserved by so 
ising. In the institution that 1 am advocat- 
ing the whites and blacks would be separated, 
and the males and females would be separat- 
ed. The prisoners would be given moral 
and religious instruction, and brought 
under such other reformatory influence as the 
board of tiustees might determine on. The 
whole object is the protection ot society and to 
make law abiding cttizens out of criminals.” 

“What would it cost?”

This sale of $3,392,000 of bondsat 4% per cent 
raves to the tax payers of Georgia annually, $84,- 
800 in reduction of interest below the average 
rate heretofore paid; and this saving in the thirty 
years the bonds have to run will aggregate the 
handsome amount of $2,544,000, without making 
any allowance for the premium received, orcom- 
putation of interest on the annual saving. 

On the first instant, the purchasers of the new 
bonds received and id for the first $100,000 of 
the issue as provided in the contract. 

The only expense attending theissue aud sale 
of the 4%4 percent bonds will be the cost of en- 
graving and printing, $2,300; on account of adver: 
tisinpg for bids, $4496.80; and the necessary expeuses 
of the treasurerin visiting New Yorkand Paila- 
delphia on business counected witiathe traasac- 
tions, $381.53. 

It affords me pleasure to acknowledge the valua 
ble assistance rendered by the attorney general, 
Hon. Clifford Anderson, and the treasurer, Hon. 
R. U. Hardeman, in the negotiation and sale of 
these bonds. 

The trustees of the university of Georgia, on 2ist 
of April last, deposited in the treasury matured 
bonds of the state to the. amount $63,000, for which 
they were entitled to receive the state’s obligation, 
in accordarce with the provisions of an act, euti- 
tled “an act to make permanent the income of the 
upiversity of Georgia,’’ approved September 30, 
1881. For that reason the amount of bonds sold 
was $3,392,C00, instead of $3,455,135, as contemplated 
by the act. On thel5th of May last a further de- 
posit of similar bonds to the amount of $25,000 
was made by the trustees. And on the 2lst of 
June obligations of the state, in pursuance of the 
statute aforesaid, for $86,000 were issued and de 
livercd to them. 

The question pending before officials of the state 
of New York, whether or not savings banks, under 
the law of that state, could invest in Georgia 
bonds, was made by private parties, after the sale 
of the bonds. No official of the state of Georgia 
has had anything to do with the matter, directly 
or indirectly, nor is the state in any sense a party 
to that controversy. 

The steady im provement in the credit of the state 
should cause general satisfaction. Al! classes of 
the people share in the benefits. It were better 
that the thrift of the yee of Georgia made them 
lendersof money to other communities Then 
they would not only supply the private demand 
for loans in thestate, but would absorb public 
loans at home and abroad, and all the interest 
would be kept at home. But so long as our busi- 
ness men and corporations borrow money in 
other states, it isa matter of congratulation that 
the state can sella large amount of 4% per cent 
bonds at a premium. : 

‘T be success attending these transactions encour- 
eges the belief that bonds nearer | even a lower 
rate of interest can be sold to pay the largeamount 
of public debt maturing in the years 1859 aud 1890. 
To secure this result provision should be made by 
improvement in the laws for the return and valua- 
tion of property for taxstion, or by an increase in 
the rate of taxation, to raise money enough to pay 
off the floating debt, to meet the ex- 
penses of the state, and to create an 
annual sinking tund of one hundred thousand 
dollars, required by the constitution for the rad- 
ual extinguishment of the public debt. hese 
duties are gg es and referring to the recom: 
mendations in this behalf, submitted in my 
message to the general assembly upon its organi- 
zation in November last, I invite your earnest 
consideration of measures best adaptei to secure 
such result. Henry D, McDANIEL.

The purchasers of the new bonds 
have deposited in the state treasury 
$172,752.75 as a security for the faithful per- 
formance of their contract, but the governor 
points out that the forfeit of thisenm will 
not relieve the purchasers from liability for 
any loss by the state arising from non-com- 
pliance with the contract, beyond theamount 
60 forfeited. The purchasers have already 
received and paid for the first $100,000 ef the 
issue as provided in the contract. The saving 
of interest in the thirty years the bonds have 
to yun will aggregate $2,544,000. 

The governor announces that the state is 
rot a party to the controversy pending’ before 
the officials of the state uf New York as to 
whether or not the savings banks of that 
state may investin Georgia bonds; and he 
congratulates the legislature on the steady 
improvement of the credit of the state.

AS TO VAGRANTS. | 

The aliusions of Tue Constiturion to the 
fate of the three unfortunate men who, ino 
January last, applied at tae stationhouse for 
lodging and were hustled into the chaingang 
for a term of six months have attracted con- 
siderable attention. The police, we under- 
stand, justify the arrest of these men, but it 
is not necessary to justify their arrest. This 
wasasmalland comparatively unimportant 
part of the outrage. It isnot expected that 
a policeman shall exercise any very great 
discretion in the arrest of those who are sus- 
pected of vagrancy. The trouble arises in 
the profunctory disposal of such cases by the 
judges of the courts. ‘There is no excuse for 
a judge to make a mistake in 80 grave & 
matter. The law defines a vagrant, and a 
judge who will base his decisions on this 
definition will never go astray. 

It is said, moreover, tha¥ these men plead 
euilty, though, according to all the known 
facts, they were not vagrants. Their plea of 
guilty gave the judge new discretion in the 
light of the facts, and there shouid at least 
bave been some further investigation before 
depriving these men of their liberty and 
chaining them up with criminals. Tue Con- 
stitution has frequently urged a rigid en- 
forcement of the vagrant laws, and it still 
urgesit, but it isan outrage to deprive a man 
of his liberty simply because he is a stranger 
and penniless. Some of the bestand mo 
industrious citizens the state can boast have 
found themselves enniless and among 
strangers, and it would have been an infam- 
ous outrage had they been compelled to pay 
the penalty of imprisonment tor their mis- 
fortunes. 

We have recently heard of another ca3a 
that is inthe nature of an outrage. Three 
young Germans came to Atlanta several 
months ago. They were without money and 
could speak but a few words of English. 
They were arrested and sent to the chain- 
gang. The matter was calied tothe attention 
of acountryman of theirs—Mr. Max Baer, 
we belieye—who found that one of the pris- 
oners was the son ofafriend. Themen ware 
rejeased ; but did their release repair the out- 
rage? Suppose that Mr. Baer had never 
heard of the case’ 

Our judges cannot be too particular in 
matters of this kind. A vagrantis defined in 
the Code, and no mistake can be made where 
ordinary discretion is employed.

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FAILURES OF SIX MONTHS. 

The mercantile agency of R. G, Dan & Co, 
presents a table showing the number of fail- 
uresin the past half year. They number 
6,004, or 494 more than occurred in the first 
half of 1884. But as we have over a 
million traders, an increase of 494 failuresin 
the course of six months is neither very sur- 
prising nor discouraging, especially when the 
liabilities cf the total number are only 74 
millions of dollars, as compared with liabili- 
ties amounting to 124 millions in the first 
halfof 1884. Trade has been dull and profits 
cut down to a minimum, and the increase in 
failures was natural. As the balf year pro- 
gressed the failures fell off both in numbers 
and liabilities. The reduction in the latter 
respect has been very great. falling in the 
Jast quarter to $12,000 per failure, as against 
$35,000 in the corresponding quarter of 1884, 
and $18,000 in 18585, 

The figures for Georgia are better than in 
the two previous years. We had in the past 
half year 115 failures with liabilities aggre- 
gating $1,575,800, In the first six months of 
1884 there were 122 failures, with liabilities 
of $1,865,660, and in 1883 there were 121 fail- 
ures. When we look at the figures clogely, 
we find there wasa remarkable decrease in 
the second quarter of the year. In the first 
quarter there were 87 failures with liabilities 
amounting to $1,107,450, while in the second 
quarter there were only 28 failures and their 
liabilities were only $268,350. Very few of 
the states show sucha per centage of dimi- 
nution in disasters. 

Asa rule, however, the southern states 
come eut of the past quarter with a bstter 
record than the eastern or western states. 
Alabama had but 4 failures, liabilities $39,- 
000; South Carolina 20 failures, with liabili- 
ties of $401,847, and Florida 10 failures, lia- 
bilities $51 900. None of the gulf or strictly 
cotton states were seriously disturbed by fail- 
vores after the firet of April. . 

With great crops of corn and cotton almost 
assured, and with a lessened indebtedness, 


this way, there seems to be no reason why 
there should not be throughout the southera 
country a good fall business. If there should 
be, the increase in failures one year ego will 
not be repeated, and we may be able to state 
six months hence that the times have 
changed, and a mild era of activity, con- 
struction and prosperity inaugurated. ach 
a change is altogether possible, and if capi- 
talists in other sections of the country shared 
our confidence in the future, it would be al- 
together probable. There are, we are glad to 
state, not wanting signs of a return of confi- 
dence in the other sections of the country.

The old fellows soon dispensed with form- 
ality,and one took from his pocket a small box, 
which contained an invention of his “to make 
easy the learning of the A. B. C’s”’ He explained 
it with childish glee, and his health was drank all 
around. Oneof the number was delegated to raise 
the Battery flag at day break, and after numerous 
toasts and reminiscences of the second fight 
against the British, they adjourned. 

It was an odd gathering, and one of much inter- 
est. Sincethen the number has been reduced, 
and but three were at the dinner of last Saturday. 
There may be none left for another year. 


“T was glad,” said an ex-confederate officer toa 
party in the Kimball yesterday, ‘to see that old 
confederate soldiers were conspicuous in their 
protests agaivst the insult to the flag at Salt Lake 
City on the 4th, and that they demanded that it 
be raised from half mast, by the Mormons.

The report of Geveral Commissioner Virgil Pow- 
ers was received, read and referred to a committee 
COMMISSIONER POWER'S REPORT. 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit tables showing 
com parative statement of business done for nine 
mouths, from September Ist, 1583, to May 3ist, 
1284, and from September Ist, 1884, to May 3ist, 
1885. 

The tables show an increase of 10.78 per cent in 
tonnerce. and a decrease of 7 23 percent in revenue 
on merchandise, which is due to reduced rates. 

On cotton the compgrison,cannot be made so 
accurately as wished, as the past season the Geor- 
gia Pacific railroad has taken considerabie cotton 
from Atlanta which has not beea reported to this 
office. ‘ 

Leaving outsuch shipments the tables snow & 
net increase of 4 4 per cent in bales, aud a decrease 
o15S percentin revenne—due largely to caange 
in movement of cotton in southern ports, instead 
of to eastern cities. ° 

I am glad to say that rates from the east, as made 
from time to time by the rate committee, have 
been well maintained, but regret to say that such 
has not been the case to points where the busuess 
is not divided, and with the rates from the nortao- 
wert to the southeast. 

The rates from the east to Nashvilleand Mem- 
phis, on xccount ofa misunderstanding between 
some members Of the association competing for 
that busiz ess, were reduced so much as to ailect 
rates to our territory, and ouy rates. had to be re- 
duced and brought iuto line. Ot il

lam proud to say that our members have 
carried out their agreements as to ail 
divided business well, thereby saving much 
money tothe roads and giving general satisfaction 
to the public. All the roads of the country, in 
theirown interests, as well as that. of the public, 
should agree upon division of competitive busi- 
ness between themselves, and enter into agres- 
ments, with penalties, for their government. Gen- 
eral agreements and rules or laws to govern all the 
roads in thecountry, Ideem impracticable, but 
for certain sections, where the pusiness is similar, 
and for which certain roads compete, agrcements 
between them could and should be made. 

Your association demonstrates the truth of all I 
have said, The roadsand steamships comprising 
the organization are giving better satisiaction to 
the public, and getting better rates, aud they are 
more uniform and better maintained than the 
rates in any section of the rete 

The organization got into working order Octo 
ber, 1875, and for one or two years thereafter 
there were some irregularities and occasiona! dis- 
turbance of rates, owing to the disposition not to 
be governed by the agreements and rules, and to 
follow in the old ways ofrebating, cutting rates, 
etc.; but for the past seven or eight years have 
had very uniform rates, well maintained—dis- 
turbed recently by the fight over Nashville and 
Memphis business heretofore mentioned. 

All balances accruing on business aiyided on 
basis of revenue, under our agreement and rules 
since the general com missioner’s de- 

osit plan was adopted August Ist, 1877, 

lave been settled in full, so that each member got 

whet was.due them under the agreements made 
from time totime. The only irreguiarities and 
difficulties we have had, bave occurred where the 
business has been divided on basis of bales or ton- 
nege payable in kind, and agreements as to divis- 
1008S mace irregularly. 

One of the principal reasons (ifmot the princi- 
pal) for tue present demoralization iu the railroad 
management of the county. is that the officials 
have too little, I mightsay no confidence in each 
other, This should not be thecase. All of the 
principal managers in the various departments of 
all of the roads should soact as to be above suspi 
jon of wrong doing, that implicit confidence may 
be accorded them in wuaatever they say ordo. It 
this be done, and reasonable, just 
and fair divisions of business 
and agreements be made aud lived up to by the 
Managers, and all subordinates be reguired to 
carry them out strictly, no violation allowed on 
any pretext whatever, there will be some hope for 
the future of the railroads of the country; withont 
it Isee no prospect in thefutureforthem. There 
certainly is but little hope in thefuture for them 
under the existing state of things. 

I therefore urge that the third section, relating 
to division of territory north, ba made a part of 
the agreement, and that all business, castern and 
western, north bound as weilassouth bound, be 
diyided under the agreement and rules and ba!l- 
ances paid monthly, as the only safe and certaiu 
wsy of maintaining rates, agreements, etc. — 

l recommend iu settling cotton divisions in the 
future, that the charge for com- 
pressing, viz: sixty cents per bale, as well as 
the 20 per cent for cost of carriage, be 
deducted trom the revenue Chargeable to the 
company in excess. This seems tome to be but 
just to those carrying an excess, asall pay this 
from the rate obtained, andif the deficit compa- 
nies carried their- share they ranges oe 4 this out 
themselves. I would urgeagain and agegin that 
this corm press fee paid out by the roads be saved to 
them if practicable. It is a good many thousands 
of dcllars thrown away by the railroads to enrico 
the shippers,as arule. The producer certainly 
does not get the benefit of it. 

THE CLAIM AGENCY. ; 

This department, under Mr. Thomas E. Walker, 
has done a very largeamount of work. Thereare 
now, end have been forseveral months, large ac 
cumulations of claims due the roads south of Cnat- 
tancoga. 

I he “spspense eystem,’’ inaugurated and e2- 
forced by the roads beyond the Ohio river, requir- 
ing all ciaims to be authorized by the iuitial roads 
gud roads interested inthe transportation, has 
caused serious delays, resulting in increased bal- 
ances due, the uncertainty of proper credit being 
aiaved, and the necessity ef duplicating many 
claims. ~ 

An additional cause for delay was the reduction 
of rates from the west last Nevem ber, which coa- 
tinned until March llth, or later. During this 
time the rates from the west were so low that, ia 
many instances, after deducting charges for car 
mileage, nothing was leftto pay for transporta- 


on. 

Some of the roads, during this period of cutting 
and loss, demanded their full proportion of old 
rates. Many overcharges were made and the vol- 
nme of the claim business largely increased. 

The llth of Marchthe rates were restored and 
the settlements commenced in earsest. An in- 
terchange of rates, divisions and basis of settie 
ments corowenced entailing long delays. We 
hope the rubbish of the late struggle will soon be 
persed off and prom pter settlements made. 

In this connection I would call the attention of 
the managers ot the western roads to the injustice 
Gone delive:ing roads by forcing them to carry 
largely increased balances on account ol claims 
justly and prompily paid to protect the interests 
of all parties interested. The delays, losses aad 
embarrassments strongly demonstrate the impor- 
tance ef agreeing upon a fair division of ail busi- 
ness under contract and rules, preventing & repe- 
tition of such folly and one: ous consequences, 

By com parison with the annual report of last 
vear it will be seen thatthe expenses are about 
the same as last year, notwithstanding au in- 
creased expense of at least fifteen hundred dol. 
lars in publishing the monthly reports in a new 
form, as per direction of the executive committee,

‘ THE MEN'S STORY. 

Yesterday Tue Constitution decided to have 
the matter thoroughly investigated, aud oue of its

LAST NIGHT, 


Mr.Hernry McDaniel, the Assistant City Exagineer 
Causes a Called Session of the General Council 
The Water Works Sale Again—City Attor 
ney Goodwin and His Assistant. 


Henry McDaniel, who was assistant en- 
gineer under Engineer Angier from July, 1883, 
to July, 1885, caused the general council. of 
Atlanta to convene in called session last night. 

Mr. McDaniel claims that he is still the 
city’s assistant engineer. 

But the general council thinks otherwise. 

Early yesterday morning, Mr. Clayton, who 
succeeds Mr. Angier as city engineer, received 
a letter from Mr. McDaniel in which Mr. Me- 
Daniel profferred his services as assistant 
engineer. At first Mr. Clayton did not 
comprehend the full im port 
of the letter, but after 
a careful consideration of it ascrtained that 
Mr. McDaniel was of the opinion that he was 
still the assistant engineer. Subsequently 
Mr. Clayton learned that Mr. McDaniel as- 
serted that 

HIS TENURE OF OFFICE 
bad not expired because the general council 
had neglected or failed to elect his successor 
at the meeting last Monday atternoon. 

r. Clayton had not qualified as engineer 
buibe bad selected his assistant and intended 
queINying yesterday morning. Mr. 
McD&niel’s letter was a kind of paralyzer, and 


when Mr. Clayton ascertained that Mr, Mc- 
Daniel insisted upon a longer tenure of the 
assistant’s place he decided to postpone 
qualifying. Hecalled upon Mayor Gillyer 
and jaid the facts in the case before him, and 
asked whether or not Mr, McDaniel could le- 
gaily hold the position. Mr. Clayton under- 
stood that Mr. McDaniel claimed that he had 
been elected for two years, or until his suc- 
cessor was elected and qualified. The general 
council did not elect an assistant eugineer 
Mondsy and, consequently, Mr. McDaniel 
head no successor. 
A MEETING CALLED. 

Mayor Hillyer looked upon the question as a 
purplexing one and decided tocail a meeting 
of the general council. He was infiuenced in 
this decision by Mr. Clayton asserting that fhe 
would .not accept the engineer’s oflice 
ublees be was permitted to name 
his own assistant.
